Mr. Jackson was one of the best 
known members of the Chicago Board 
of Trade and during the late war was 
grain administrator for the Chicago dis- 
trict, being regarded as the principal 
lieutenant of Julius Barnes. He was 
also head of the traffic division of the 
United States Food administration. 
After the war he was appointed as 
traffic manager of the free corn move 
ment fostered by the American Farm 
Bureau administration.

offered a fair method of arriving at the facts. If 
French action is what it purports to-be, an effort 
te force Germany to pay and not an operation of 
military reprisal, it would seem possible for France 
to accept so reasonable a method of clearing the 
ground for either an enforceable agreement with 
Germany or united measures to compel action in 


offense was legally to stand in the way of the 
passion of her husband's mistress. 

It is a travesty on justice. If this slayer had 
been young: and beautiful and had killed the man 
who betrayed her, in all probability she would 
have been acquitted entirely, wrong as that would 
have been.

In sentencing to death James Smith, a youth 
who killed a cigar clerk while trying: to steal 
enough money to pay a bondsman who had se- 
cured his release for another crime, Judge Kava- 
nagh made some pertinent remarks on the sub- 
ject of crime and penalty which are worthy of 
repetition as an editorial. In part he said: 

“Some persons think that punishment is to re- 
form criminals. That is not true. It may deter 
them, but it does not reform them. Justice to 
the guilty is mercy to the innocent. It is a cruel 
thing to take the life of a human being. These 
defendants, however, cannot advance that plea 
until they can give back the life of O’Connell. 

“A man and a woman were recently hanged 
in Londen. If that were in Cook county the 
woman would have been found not guilty and the 
man probably given fourteen years in prison. The 
statistics show that in this country one out of 
every 12,000 persons dies by the hand of an assas- 
sin, while in England one out of every 640,000 
meets death in that manner. Why should life 
be safer there than here? Because it is a life for 
a life over there.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—If you will 
pardon my tardiness for calling your 
attention to a quotation in a TRIBUNS 
editorial appearing Dec. 3, which just

“ Labor is the second party in the Brit- 
ish parliament today. It appeals to the 
country with policies and with candi- 
dates.

It does not 
use the political processes of the coun- 
try, but works upon the political fears 
of the candidates regardless of party. 
“ That is not an orderly process of pol- 
itics and it cannot go on forever without 
destroying government by parties. The 
Republican and Democratic parties are 
supposed to represent certain fundamen- 
tal conceptions of government. When 
one is in power the other affords the 
needed opposition and criticism.” 
This is of course an argument for in- 
dependent, partisan political action, or 
in other words, for a third party.. You 
are urging the workers to commit liti- 
cal suicide; because no one knows bet- 
ter than THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE the fate 
of third party movements in the United 
States.

Then Deliver Prompily, 
Medill School Told. 


How news is sold, and, incidentally, 
why news bureau managers have trou- 
ble with their nerves, was explained at 
the Medill School of Journalism of 
Northwestern university last night by 
Edward F. Younger, editor-in-chief of 
the leased wire service of THe TRiIp- 
UNE. 

“News is perishable goods; there is 
no cold storage in the business,” said 
Mr. Younger. “ Nothing is so dead as 
a story twelve hours old. You must 
have an attractive line of goods, they 
must be as represented, you must de-| 
liver promptly. 

“ Mental poise is a necessary adjunct 
in handling news when it is breaking 
rapidly. No matter what happens, you 
must smother your-own emotions until 
you have given your papers the best 
possible account of what is happening, 
free of frenzy or hysterics.
